“ In a recent issue of your publica­ 
tion you indulged in a little mud sling­ 
ing against Gettysburg. 
From the in­ 
tim ate knowledge displayed by your 
au th or his most recent visit here must 
have been made sometime prior to the 
Spanish American W ar. 
“ He, speaks of G ettysburg as once 
being an industrial center, and of its 
products leather and wagons, and the 
cause for their discontinuance. 
G et­ 
tysburg wagons were sold alm ost ex­ 
clusively in the South and a fte r the 
Civil W ar the South could hardly be 
looked upon as a 
lucrative market. 
Today nearly one q uarter of th e popu­ 
lation of G ettysburg find employment 
in the various industries located here. 
The furniture factory and a branch of 
the Eagle Silk Mills furnish employ­ 
ment to about 1000 people. 
“There are probably as m any new' 
dwellings in Gettysburg in comparison 
as there are in 
H arrisburg. 
There 
only three old buildings in G ettysburg 
th a t have not been improved and a lte r­ 
ed in recent years. 
“There are no welcome signs on the 
roads by the Kiwarns Club as there 
is no such club in existence here. 
“The facts th a t are told to tourists

was received direct from the pole a n ­ 
nouncing the new's a t 3:05 a. rn. ea st­ 
ern standard time.

A fter passing the pole the Norge,

products were ordered by the state

SLAYER WANTS TO 
RAISE 5 ORPHANS 


Offers to Rear Children If He Is 
Given His Freedom; R e­ 
quest Refused. 


Pottsville, May’ 12.—-In broken Eng­ 
lish, a remarkable offer was made in 
the Schuylkill County Prison Tuesday. 
Marcus Kuchner, convicted of second 
degree murder in Judge Koch’s court 
on Saturday', would like to support five 
children, made orphans by a recent 
mine accident, in return for his free­ 
dom. 
Kuchner sent for a reporter after 
reading the news 
of the accidental 
death of Louis Rash, who was killed 
by a tall of coal in the Lyttle Colliery' 
on Friday. 
The penalty for second- 
degree murder is imprisonment for not 
less than ten years 
and 
not 
longer 
than twenty years, and Kuchner would 
like to devote tho y'ears of his sentence 
to rearing Lydia, Alma, Martha, Wal­ 
ter and Emil Rash. 
The mother of 
the children died about a year ago. 
Kuchner said: 
‘‘I 
am a 
strong, 
healthy man—I can earn two, three 
thousand dollars every year. 
Why 
they not let me raise these poor chil­ 
dren?, I spend all the years the judge 
sentence me taking care of these or­ 
phans. 
What I do in prison? 
I am 
locked up and do no good for any' one. 
W+ii—you tell the people what I am 
anxious to do? and tell them I no run 
away—I stay right here in Pottsville 
and every one can see me raise the 
children. I ain sorry that I have done 
such a great wrong and want to make 
what you say atonement.” 
Kuchner 
was 
eloquent about his 
scheme and when told that it could 
not be done, refused to believe it, and 
insisted that it was feasible, adding: 
‘ Ju st let them give me a chance.” 
Kuchner, who is a Russian, was 
a resident of Shenandoah. He was con­ 
victed of killing Mrs. Stephen Hol- 
shue, of St. Clair, on August 27, 1925, 
in the streets of Shenandoah.

Local Motorists Interested

Brook Crossing.

At one of 
the crossings, a t Stony Brook, the 
tracks of the Pennsylvania railroad 
run parallel with those of the rail­ 
ways company, the width of the road. 
Many Tragedies There 
At the latter crossing, numerous 
tragedies have occurred in the past 
several years. 
In one accident three 
persons were killed, when the 
m a­ 
chine in which they' wrere traveling 
was struck by a train of the Penn­ 
sylvania railroad. 
A watchman has 
been stationed a t the crossing ful­ 
some time. 
He is on duty until mid­ 
night only, however. 
Travelers un­ 
familiar with the highway, on cross­ 
ing the tracks of the railways com­ 
pany-, often become confused, and do 
not notice the railroad tracks. 
N u­ 
merous accidents, resulting in several 
deaths, have been caused by this fact. 
Only 
one 
sign warns approaching 
motorists of the fact that there is a 
crossing. 
Felix S. Hentzel, president of 
the 
motor dub, stated th at efforts have 
been made for some time to have the 
crossing 
abolished, 
before 
more 
tragedies of a similar nature to the 
one in w-hich three persons lost their 
lives occur.

burg was one of the most important 
of these. 
It has remained for1 W ar 
College 
historians to list 
for 
Congress 
the 
struggles in which the country has 
been engaged, and from a close and 
intensive study list them iii the order 
of their importance. 
The historical 
work*was undertaken to help Congress 
determine where it should establish 
national 
military 
park; 
tv* 
com­ 
memorate im portant battles. Many of 
them have been commemorated by 
monuments. 
There are, for instance, 
but few military events of the Revolu­ 
tionary W ar of mon* than 400 battles 
which have not been commemorated by 
monuments or tablets through the 
efforts of patriotic societies. 
But the two outstanding battles of 
that w ar—the 
Battle 
of Saratoga, 
with its harrowing w-eeks of blood­ 
shed from September IO to October 7, 
1777, and the siege of Yorktown, with 
its even longer battle, September 28 to 
October 19, 1781, while marked, were 
of sufficient importance to w arrant 
the Government 
establishing 
a na­ 
tional m ilitary park, tho W ar College 
authorities say. 
‘‘The two outstanding events of the 
Revolutionary W ar,” say 
these 
ex­ 
perts, ‘‘were the 
surrender 
of 
the 
British Army under General Burgoyne 
as a result of his defeat in the battles 
variously called Saratoga, Stillwater, 
Freem an’s Farm or Bern is Heights, o»* 
the surrender of the British Army 
under General Cornwallis as the re­ 
sult of the siege of Yorktown. Of the 
importance 
of 
these 
engagements 
there can be 
no 
doubt. 
Saratoga 
brought about the definite intervention 
of France in favor of the American 
Colonies and is listed by Creasy as 
one of the fifteen decisive battles of 
the world. 
Yorktown ended the war.’ 
The W ar of 1812, the Mexican War 
and the Indian Wars, though taxing 
the capacities of the military and see­ 
ing many battles before their term ina­ 
tion, failed to bring about 
any 
en­ 
gagement which the 
United 
States 
military authorities conceive as being 
highly important. ^ 
Three battles of the' Civil War had 
an important bearing on the destinies 
of the country, and the Battle of Get­ 
tysburg, July 1-3, 1863, ranks first in 
importance. 
The battles and siege of 
Vicksburg, May I to July 4, 1963, and 
the battles of Chickamauga and Chat­ 
tanooga, September 19, 20 and No­ 
vember 23, 25, 1863, ranked next. 
There is a national military park at 
Gettysburg, the second to Im* estab­ 
lished. It has grown from its original 
size of 800 acres to cover an area of 
2530 acres. Chickamauga and Chat­ 
tanooga were the first battles to be 
commemorated with a national park. 
But Congress did not commemorate 
the Battle of Vicksburg. 
Instead it 
built a national park for the Battle of 
Shiloh as a memorial to the Union 
Army of the Tennessee.

College experts, however, say that it

as Vicksburg. 
“The campaign of Vicksburg,” they 


I contend, “was the most 
brilliant op­

r S " |L M O S T unparalleled disasters during the past year 
in the United States have enabled the American 
I Red Cross to set a new record for peace-time service 
equalled only by its devotion in war. The Red Cross 
served in 184 catastrophes in this country alone during this 
period, ranging from tornado and fire to mine explosions 
and earthquake, and while meeting these extraordinary 
emergencies, it successfully continued to administer a pro­ 
gram of general service to the country of constantly increas­ 
ing magnitude. ) 
As a result of a single disaster— the tornado which swept 
five mid-Western states last Spring— the Red Cross shoul­ 
dered, and has now practically completed, what ha3 proved 
to be the greatest po3t-disaster rehabilitation project in the 
world's history. 
Despite the unusual demands necessarily 
involved in this undertaking, the organization unfailingly 
continued its nj in int rations to dis­ 
abled veterans of the World War 
and their dependants, continued to 
develop and extend its life-saving 
campaign In its several branches, 
broadened iti already great work in 
community health, home hygiene 
aud cara of the slc^, nutrition in* 
vtruction, and volunteer services. 


Disaster Relief 
Within a few hours after the mid­ 
western tornado, which killed more 
thin >00 people, injured 3,000, and 
inflicted a terrific property loss on 
the whole region, the R«d Cross 
had set up its organization in the 
midst of th® devastation and was 
meeting every contingency.

This is the first 
recorded instance of the use of air­ 
craft in relief work. 
Tho lied Cross set out immediate­ 
ly to restore whole communities, 
Including the rehabilitation of 6,000 
families which had become victims 
of th* disaster. 
In this work tho 
Red Cross administered a fund of 
approximately $3,000,000 contributed 
for the disaster victims. This 
in addition to the very la-ge expen­ 
ditures from Its own funds required 
for admintetra ti vt* coats of relief 
operations. Every penny ai the con* 
t rib ated funds went directly to re­ 
habilitating the families affected by 
the disaster. Twelve hours after an earthquake rocked Santa 
Barbara, the organization of Red fro?* relief was completed 
and trained workers already had launched permanent rehabili­ 
tation measures.
